An anniversary presents an appropriate occasion to pay special tribute to those who 


have contributed in large measure to the success of an enterprise. As the hundredth 
anniversary of the death of our Mother Teresa approaches, one is reminded of the 
debt of gratitude due this noble Franciscan pioneer. 

More than a century ago, Mother Teresa came from Austria to Oldenburg to join 
Father Francis Joseph Rudolf in establishing a teaching order of religious The 
Sisters of Saint Francis. The year of the first graduates from the convent school which 
Mother Teresa began, marks also the year of her death, 1860. 

If Mother Teresa were to return now in 1960, she probably would not recognize the 
Convent and Academy that replace her humble beginnings. In contrast to the original, 
small frame building which Mother had called home, she would view a panorama of 
red brick constructions. She would be greeted by over eight hundred Sisters of Saint 
Francis who have dedicated their lives, as Mother did, “For God and for Youth.” And 
in the place where her small group of Academy girls used to study, work, and play, 
Mother Teresa would see more than three hundred enthusiastic high school students. 
However many changes Mother Teresa might find, we hope she would agree that they 
were progressive ones. We, the one-hundredth class, would also ask Mother Teresa to 
join with us in a prayer to Mary Immaculate for another century of golden Academy 
years. 

During the past ten decades, many students have come from all over the nation to 
gain further education at ICA. No doubt, each one of them has thought, at one time 
or another, of the past. We, too, looked back through ninety-nine graduating classes, 
and found that, throughout “These Golden Years” the spirit of virtue, honor, education 
has triumphed in its greatest test — TIME! 

Faculty members who strove to make the best opportunities available to ICA’s students, 
and these students themselves have made the past century the golden one it is. Golden 
aptly describes, also, the classes whether in language, mathematics, art or religion. From 
the Academy’s earliest years the threads of a full education have linked the intellectual 
and cultural with the spiritual.
